THIS’N THAT 

Is anyone safe from anything anymore? One patient in New York will 
receive $500,000 from a pharmaceutical company she sued for damages 
allegedly arising from use of D.E.S. The court held the manufacturer liable 
even though the plaintiff could not prove the substance used was that com¬ 
pany’s product. The court said it was enough that the company did have 
such a product. Whew! 

Ten cents of every dollar goes into health care, according to recent 
statistics. Do those seeking stiff regulations of this industry know or care 
about the many facets of this problem? Everyone wants the best for his 
family, regardless of cost. But many are quick to criticize others for doing 
exactly what they are doing. An easy solution is to give up all expensive 
advances since World War II and go back to the medicine of 50 years ago. 
By eliminating medical research, sales, education, manufacturing and low¬ 
ering everybody’s standard of living through cutting wages and benefits —- 
we can effect huge monetary savings. Everything has a price and good health 
is no exception. Responsibility should involve consumers and their advocates 
as well as providers. . . 

Who is responsible for patient education? Hospitals, clinics, and private 
offices frequently have services available to do this. Well-organized units do 
a good job. But the ultimate responsibility rests with the physician who must 
have a clear picture in order to be effective in his management. The physician 
must gain the patient’s confidence to determine his understanding, his follow- 
ing of direction, his use of self-medication, etc., that can affect outcome. —! 

The prophets of doom startle us with radiation, overpopulation, de¬ 
creasing water supply, substance abuse, environmental degeneration, etc. 
Less “intelligent” life forms have survived through adjustment. With our 
“superior intelligence” we can make it — that is, if common sense and 
reason prevail. 

The educational process has become more complex, too, with many inno¬ 
vations. Because the human mind is finite, perhaps we should spend more time 
teaching and learning basic concepts and their understanding. The computer 
can give us the facts. What we need is to know how to utilize them.

UMBERT A. MELARAGNO, M.D. 

1904 ■ 1982 

Dr. Umbert A. Melaragno, 77, died Monday, June 14 in St. Elizabeth 
Hospital Medical Center of a heart attack. He was an emergency room 
physician. 

Dr. Melaragno was born in Forli, Italy and came to Providence, R.I. in 
1911. He graduated from Glenville High School in Cleveland, received his 
undergraduate degree from Western Reserve University in Cleveland, and his 
medical degree from Ohio State University in 1932. He interned at Charity 
Hospital in Cleveland and Women’s And Children’s Hospital in Toledo. 

He was a physician with the well-child conference, and was in practice 
here from 1946 until his death. He served as a captain in World War II, and 
was a member of the Mahoning County Medical Society, Ohio State Medical 
Association, American Medical Association, and Holy Name Church. 

In 1970, Dr. Melaragno underwent the first triple bypass heart surgery 
performed anywhere in Ohio outside of the Cleveland Clinic, when he was 
operated on by the St. Elizabeth Hospital Medical Center heart team.

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FIFTY YEARS AGO — SEPTEMBER 1932 

The Meander Reservoir and filtration plant were put into operation after 
seven years preparation. Before that time we were drinking water from the 
Mahoning River, heavily flavored with chlorine. The new soft water dissolved 
a lot of old deposits present in the pipes and for a while it contained brown 
flakes which caused much protest from the consumers. The deposits soon 
were cleared out and we have been enjoying good pure water ever since. 

In the early days of the Society the chief source of revenue was the 
collection of two dollar fines from any member who failed to prepare a paper 
when his turn came to appear on the program. The treasury usually had a 
cash balance of ten to fifteen dollars. Dr. Cunningham presented a paper in 
1874 on scarlet fever in which he stated that the malady was not contagious 
but most of the members disagreed with him. They did agree on the use of 
ice water baths and large doses of wine for the “fever” and the application 
of leeches to the neck to reduce swelling. 

Morris Rosenblum, Walter Tims and Sam Schwebel opened their offices 
for the practice of medicine. 

FORTY YEARS AGO — SEPTEMBER 1942 

The war effort was in a state of feverish confusion. Rules and directives 
changed from day to day. The Bulletin mentioned induction examinations, 
civilian defense, scarcity of doctors, rationing of food and strikes of defense 
workers. Here are some of the regulations on rationing of tires: 

1. Doctors are not eligible for new tires while the ones they are 
driving are recappable. 

2. Application must be made while casings are recappable. 

3. In instances where the casings are injured through no negli¬ 
gence of the doctor and cannot be recapped, the Board may 
permit purchase of new casings, but it must be shown that 
proper care has been exercised. 

The Committee on Civilian Defense had to change its plan from day 
to day because of loss of personnel to the armed forces. Doctors who left

THIRTY YEARS AGO — SEPTEMBER 1952 

The American Cancer Society brought a group of seven speakers here 
from the Memorial Hospital in New York for a full day of Cancer Symposium 
at the Stambaugh Auditorium. Wm. Flynn made the arrangements and the 
program was outstanding, attracting many out-of-town guests. 

There were five cases of polio reported, one scarlet fever, thirty-one 
gonorrhea and twenty of syphilis. No small-pox and no typhoid were reported. 

Dr. Sidney Davidow became a diplomate of the American Board of Pedi¬ 
atrics. 

There was a furor over fatal reactions to Chloromycetin in children. 

John Rogers won the Lyons trophy at the annual golf meet of the Medi¬ 
cal Society and Coryden Palmer Dental Society with a low gross of 73. 

TWENTY YEARS AGO — SEPTEMBER 1962

The Ohio Chapter of the American College of Surgeons was here for a 
two day meeting at the Hotel Ohio. Stephen Ondash was in charge of the 
arrangements. Thirty-two guest speakers were listed. Local participants were: 
Gordon Nelson, John McDonough, Oscar Turner, William Flynn, and J. K. 
Herald. 

Carl Klodell opened his office for the practice of opthalmology. Ed 
Shorten was planning to build a professional office building on Oak Hill 
Avenue. Arthur Rappoport was Program Chairman for the meeting of the 
College of American Pathologists and American Society of Chemical Patholo¬ 
gists. 

TEN YEARS AGO — SEPTEMBER 1972 

The Medical Society Centennial Year celebration continued. The July 
issue traced the growth of the Youngstown Hospital since it was incorpo¬ 
rated in 1881. The August issue described the "birth of St. Elizabeth Hospital 
in 1909 through to the extension of the West Wing in 1972. These articles 
were, of course, extensively Researched and presented by Editor John Melnick. 

As a part of the Centennial celebration, the Canfield Fair moved the 
original office of Dr. S. G. Patton, Sr. into Pioneer Village on the Fair¬ 
grounds. It was rebuilt and refurbished with antiques of medical equipment 
of the period. The Canfield Fair Board also honored the Mahoning County 
Medical Society for twenty years of consecutive participation in the Fair. 
Th first Medical Society Exhibit was actually in 1946. Later, the allied pro¬ 
fessions were incorporated into the Medical Tent and in 1971 this became a 
permanent building at the Fair. 

The September issue had a feature article on the “Doc’s of Dixieland” 
who were formed in 1958 and are still going strong. 

Nothing was reported about Venereal Disease, Tuberculosis, or Typhoid 
Fever. Rocky Mountain Spotted Fever was reported in Ohio with three deaths 
recorded. 

Sign of the times — Effective June 3, 1972, the sale of Paregoric was 
restricted to oral or written prescription. No more over the counter sales 
were permitted.
